Hurses and the Horse Trade. 


The number of horses in the United 
States is estimated at 8,000,000 IIli- 
nois ranking first in number of equi- 
nes, New York next, with over a 
half million; then Ohio, Missouri, 
Pennsylvania, Texas, Iowa, Indiana, 
and Kentuckey. The number of 
horses in the New England States is 
estimated at 5,000,000, Maine having 
the largest number, and Massachusetts 
next. The farm or workhorses of 
Maine and Vermont are noted through- 
out the land The farmer who breeds 
horses knows his own interest well 
enough to study the tastes of the 
community, and to breed up to them. 
Speed is, to be sure, only one of the 
many qualities, which are essential to 
a good roadster, and size, style, action, 
temper, form, constitution, and en- 
during qualities are equally important 
in making a general estimate of the 
character of horses. The horses raised 
in Maine are, generally speaking, fine 
specimens of the equine race. So are 
those imported from Vermont and 
Canada, the latter having peculiari‘es 
of their own, quite distinct from the 
thorough New England animal. The 
weight of a good roadster mav vary 
from 950 te 1,100 pounds. For or- 
dinary purposes on the road and for 

al work an old horse dealer tells 
us that from 1,000 to 1,1000 pounds 
is heavy enough. A large sized horse 
would not be found serviceable in 
horse-cars, omnibuses or hacks, and 
certainly not in the buggy or light 
carriage. A heavy horse will not 
last as long over the hard pavements 
of the city, as a medium-sized one. 
The practice now conforms te this 
rule, we believe, as strangers especially 
will notice in all large cities (in the 
East, at least) small, quick, tough 
horses for most kinds of work. A 
medium-sized horse wi!l range from

harmless to the ground. Carson will 
have races—successful ones - the Gazette 
and Tom Norcross to the contrary 
notwithstanding.— Carson Tribune. 


So closes a reply of the young edi- 
tor of the Tribune, to our replication 
to an article from his pen. While the 
matter quoted above is not strictly 
relevant to our statements, yet we take 
occasion to correct the false light in 
which he seeks to place us. We cer- 
tainly bear no animosity toward Car- 
son or its people, nor are we aware 
that in our reply to Mr. Parkinson, we 
thereby in fact, or by inference, cast a 
slurupon the good citizens of the 
State capital. 

We surmise from the Tribune's 
article that several of these races may 
hang fire, and that it is feared that 
the outside support may not meet 
their anticipations. As to our motives 
in the matter, we presume that we can 
interpret them quite as correctly as 
the genial local of the Tribune; but as 
to the motives he would attribute to 
us, we can say only this—if they fal! 
harmlessly to the ground we cannot 
prevent it or care for them afterwards. 
They are the gentleman’s and he has 
sole charge of them. We said that the 
Carson races were made up after Mr. 
Norcross had made out his programme, 
and subsequent preof verifies our 
statement. Itis true that the first 
race was arranged for, but that was 
all. The four remaining races were 
thought of and programmed about one 
week after Tom Norcross advertised 
his three days races. But all this is 
something which we care little about. 
Both Carson and Reno may and can 
have several good races on the 4th, 5th 
and 6th of July, and we trust that 
such may be the case. We wish it 
understood, however, that we do not 
denouuce Carson, nor, the editor of the 
Tribune to the contrary, are we aware 
that we have ever denounced that 
pleasant little town. 


The President Preserves his Equa- 
nimity. 


Intimate friends of the President 
say he shows no disquiet whatever in 

view of the pending procediogs in the 
House concerning the alleged election 

frauds, but exhibits the same apparent 
equanimity of temper that has marked 

his conduct eversince his inauguration. 

He had net in the past the slightest 

knowledge of frauds by political mana- 

gersin Florida and Louisiana other 

than the published accusations on the 

Democratic side. During the canvass 

and investigations in these States he 

was entirely reserved and took no 

part whatever concerning them, leav- 

ing the responsibility tothose who per- 

formed such business. President 

Grant, while Executive, suggested 

that gentlemen whose characters were 

well known to the country should go 

there and examine into all the facts, 

so that their report or conclusions 

should inspire respect. President Hayes 

took no part in the suggestions of his 
immediate predecessor, and did not 
interfere in any way whatever. At 
the time the returning buards were at 

work, und up to the latest hour when 

the contest was closed, he regarded 

the general result uncertain as to the 
Republican party in the contest. He 
received no communications from apy 

of the Republican visitors or those of 
any other States, nor was he in the re- 

motest degree complicated by the pro- 

ceedings of his friends in the matters 
stated. In fact, his intimate friends 
say that during the period of the un- 
certainty of his election he manifested 
no desire to occupy the Presidential 
chair, leaving the determination of the 

question to others. The President 
said this moroing that there was noth- 
ing new in the proposed investigation, 
but while frauds, if any were commit- 
ted, should be exposed, such exposure 
would not invalidate his title to 
the Presidential chair, as this had been 
settled and declared by a commission‘ 
constituted under the solemn act of 
Congress. Vice-President Wheeler, 
haviog returned from New York, this 
morning called upon the President, 
and having subsequently been asked 
what the President said regarding the 
pending proceedings in the House, re- 
plied: “The President did not even 
allude to the subject. My visit was 
on other and entirely different busi- 
ness.“

THE HARRINCTON CASE. 


Shortly after 9 o'clock this morning 
Miss Julia Regan, the young lady who 
was innocently yet principally the 
cause of the death of J. C. Sullivan, 
took the witness stand. She is a very 
pleasant looking young lady of nearly 
seventeen years of age, and resides 
with her mother and stepfather at Vir- 
ginia City. We did not hear all of her 
testimony, but from the part which 
we heard we gather the following ac 
part of her evidenee: Jas. Harrington 
and myself were first engaged to marry 
about two years ago; my cousin John 
C. Sullivan, who was killed, advised 
me not to marry the defendant, be- 
cause he (Harrington) was a hard case; 
John was my cousin, and I thought 
much of him and looked upon him as 
a protector of mine; he often visited 


years; I am friendly toward Harring- 
ton, too, but don't like one or two 
things which he did. The witness 
was not asked what these things were 
a: they related, of course, to what is 
knc wn to all parties. 

Con Sullivan, the stepfather of Miss 
Regan, was then called. The substance 
of his evidence is as follows: I have 
known Harrington for many years; a 
few days before the killing the deceas- 
ed asked me for a pistol or a knife, 
saying that Harrington intended marry- 
ing his consin, and that he would die 
himself or kill Harrington, before she 
should marry him; I told the de- 
ceased that he must be crazy, and did 
not let him have any weapons. On 
the eyening of the shooting, July 22d, 
1876, he went into Dan Harrington's 
saloon, where John Sullivan and 
several others were at the time. All 
took a drink and John and Harington 
soon entered into an angry discussion; 


near having a fight; Harrington drew 
his pistol, but I came between them 
and took John into the saloon; inside 
of the saloon John was kept by his 
friends, but tried to go outside, also 
saying that he would go to Harrington 
if he was cut to pieces; John had been 
drinking; about 5 or 10 minutes after, 
John went outside and had been there 
some three minutes when the firing be-

Har- 
rington was an ex-State Prison bird, 
and was known by the deceased to be 
a bad man. Harrington met a Miss 
Julia Regan, a girl of fourteen years 
who was yet wearing short dresses, and 
who was a cousin of Sullivan.

Ou the evening of July 
22d, 1876, they met at Daniel Harriog- 
ton's saloon. Sullivan was in liquor 
and felt very bitterly toward Harring- 
ton. They quarreled, and Harrington 
hung around the saloon until he ob- 
tained a slight pretext for shooting the 
deceased. The shooting wascowardly 

vor had he any excuse for murdering 
the poor young man who had his 
cousin's good alone at heart. 

In December, 76. Harrington was 
tried in the First District Court and 

sentenced to be hanged, but a neu 

trial was obtained because the objec- 

tion to Harrington's testifying that he 

was afraid of his life at the hand of 

Sullivan, sustained by the Court. 

The Supreme Court took a different 

view of the matter and granted him a 

new trial. A jury could not be ob- 

tained in Storey, and the case was by 

a change of venue, transfered to this 

Court.
